W. G. Anderson of 
this city, visited the real in his 
copra schooner and left the beet 
bottle with records stating taht he 
had found Thurston's papers and 
reiterating the fact of annexation 
to the United States. 
This sum­ 
mer, Thurston returned to the spot 
as a guest of the U. 8. S. Whip- 
porwill and Lite records were of­ 
ficially removed to be brought to 
Honolulu for deposit in the terri­ 
torial archives.

Under his leadership the bureau has made steady 
progress and the people of the Tennessee Valley are 
proud of the record erne of their citizens is making. 
Reports from outside of the state indicate that his 
counsel in agricultural matters is being constantly 
sought and obtained in other section* of the country. 
The Alabama Farm Bureau, with lt« various or­ 
ganisation meetings now out of the way, has its 
decks cleared for another period of intense activity 
In behalf of the farmers. 
In Morgan county, The 
Daily sincerely hopes that Its farmer-readers will 
continue to lend their wholehearted support to the 
program of the bureau. 
The Daily is a thorough believer in the principle 
that the farmers, organized in the farm bureau, can 
accomplish a great deal more for themselves than 
they can obtain by individual efforts. 
President O'Neal recently summarized the plans 
and purposes of the bureau for this year. 
These 
conclusions are published below and The Daily hopes 
that its readers will take time to digest the recom­ 
mendations: 
At our annual meeting each year a program 
of work and outline of policies for the Farm 
Bureau have been recommended and adopted. 
After numerous conferences with our members 
and co-workers, I, with the advice and approval 
of our executive committee, now recommend a 
new program and outline of policies and 
ask 
your adoption. 
I recommend: 
1. That we adhere closely to our established 
policies and refrain entirely from participation 
ilKpartisan politics. This is yital to the life of 
our organization; 
, 
2. That we maintain an ample, efficient, and 
well-trained field service to carry on organiza­ 
tion work; keep contact with the membership; 
help members deliver their commodities to m ar­ 
keting associations; assist members in co-opera­ 
tive purchasing of seeds and fertilizers 
and 
other work; necessary for the efficient service 
to members snd growth of the organization. 
8. That the Alabama Farm Bureau Miitual 
Supply Association serve all the county farm 
bureaus as purchasing agent in all co-operative 
buying—fertilizer, feeds, seeds, insecticides, and 
other items necessary for efficient production. 
That we, in co-operation with the Exten* % 
sion Service and Experiment Station of 
the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, begin 
systematic seed improvement work to get: 
1. Good seed of the best payfng varieties of 
cotton, corn, soybeans, and other crops. 
2. 
A variety of vetch of which seed produc­ 
tion is practical in this section. 
Meantime we 
should make contracts through our purchasing 
organization with growers either in this country 
or abroad for seed of hairy vetch. 
3. 
Alabama-grown soybean Beed which may 
require a soybean association. 
5. 
That our co-operative marketing program 
be steadily and systematically developed on a 
commodity basis until an efficient marketing 
system be provided for all crops and livestock 
produced in sufficient volume in Alabama. 
6. 
That the marketing of all surplus agricul­ 
tural jiroducts produced on the farm now being 
conducted through the Farm Bureau in 
co­ 
ercer* tion with the Extension Service and in­ 
dustrial groups be strengthened and broadened 
on a sound, economic basis. 
7. That we continue to give support to good 
schools, good roads, good health, conservation 
of our natural resources, and to other necessary 
public service. 
8. 
That we widen and strengthen our plan 
of publicity with a view to informing farmers 
and the general public as to needs of agriculture 
and the progress that we are making. 
9. That our best efforts be made to utilize 
the results of our investigation of taxation, now 
about completed, to end that the cost of govern­ 
ment may be borne equally and fairly by 
all 
classes of property and by all our citizens; and 
that facts revealed be used as it appears expe­ 
dient and best. 
10. That we stand for and work for the 
enactment of such safe, conservative, and wise 
legislation, State and National, as will give to 
agriculture the same opportunity for free and 
full developments as is enjoyed by m anufactur­ 
ing and other lines of business.
